WHEREAS, the promotion and advancement of the cultural manifestations of a people have always been 
considered, remarkable concomitants of civilization; 


WHEREAS, the dissemination of the cultural endeavors and manifestations of a people have been accepted 
significant tools in the promotion of international understanding; 


WHEREAS, the Philippine American Cultural Foundation is an expression of a mutual desire for better 
understanding between the people of the United States and the people of the Philippines; 


WHEREAS, the Foundation is dedicated to the goal of developing, preserving, and enriching Philippine culture and 
the dissemination of the knowledge thereof, and the strengthening of the ties of friendship between the United States 
and the Philippines; 


WHEREAS, the Foundation proposes to engage in cultural, academic, and other programs designed to advance 
Philippine cultural endeavors and to enhance mutual understanding between the people of the United States and the 
Republic of the Philippines; 


WHEREAS, in the furtherance of all the above objectives the Foundation proposes to construct, operate, and 
maintain a cultural center; 


WHEREAS, the Foundation governed by the Board of Trustees composed of sixFilipinos and five Americans under 
the chairmanship of a Filipino, is proposing to construct a two-million-five-hundred-thousand pesos (P2,500,000.00) 
Cultural Center in the Philippines to be financed by a three million-twenty-one-thousand-nine-hundred-forty six 
peso (P3,021,946.00) donation from the United States of American; 

WHEREAS, in order to finance the operating and maintenance expenses of the proposed cultural center of the 
Philippine American Cultural Foundation in order to achieve its objectives, an endowment fund is proposed to be 
raised through a nationwide educational and fund campaign; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by 
law, do hereby authorize the Philippine American Cultural Foundation to conduct a national educational and fund 
campaign during the period from February 1, 1962, to July 31, 1963. I call upon all citizens and residents of the 
Philippines, irrespective of nationality or creed, to assist in this drive of giving generously of their means so that Ave 
may help foster the promotion of our culture as a people. I authorize all the treasurers of provincial, city, and 
municipal governments, as well as school officials to accept for the Philippine American Cultural Foundation, 
voluntary contributions and donations and to issue official receipts therefor;

AUTHORIZING THE ELKS CEREBRAL PALSY PROJECT, INC., TO CONDUCT A NATIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL AND FUND CAMPAIGN DURING THE PERIOD FROM MAY 1 TO JUNE 30, 1962 


WHEREAS, some 1,400 babies are bom yearly in the Philippines afflicted with cerebral palsy, a condition which 
impairs and causes complete loss of muscular control, rendering those afflicted with it unable to take care of 
themselves; 


WHEREAS, unless these cerebral-palsied children are given proper occupational and physical therapy, they are 
liable to grow up as liabilities to society, but, if accorded the necessary care, they may be improved to such a degree 
as to relieve their parents and the community in general of the burden of attending to their needs and they 
themselves may even become valuable assets to the nation; 

WHEREAS, there now exists a dearth of authoritative knowledge concerning the nature and treatment of cerebral 
palsy and at present only the Elks Cerebral Palsy Clinics built by the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., out of fund 
solicited during the 1956 and 1957 fund drives, operate in this country for the rehabilitation of the cerebral palsied; 

WHEREAS, it is therefore evident that there is an urgent need for an intensive and extensive two-pronged campaign 
to educate the people on various aspects of. cerebral palsy with a view to minimizing, if not totally eliminating, its 
deleterious effects, and to raise fund for the operation and expansion of present facilities of the Elks Cerebral Palsy 
clinics and the purchase of adequate medicine and specialized equipment for the treatment of those afflicted with it; 

WHEREAS, the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., has initiated such a campaign and should be lauded for under 
taking the selfless task of sponsoring a drive to help unfortunate cerebral-palsied individuals, in which campaign it 
fully deserves the support of the government and the entire nation; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the authority vested in me 
by law, do hereby authorize the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., to conduct a national educational and fund 
campaign during the period from May 1 to June 30, 1962. I call upon all citizens and residents of the Philippines, 
irrespective of race and creed, to support the humanitarian campaign by giving generously of their means to alleviate 
the miserable plight of these unfortunate individuals afflicted with cerebral palsy. I authorize government officials 
and employees, including school authorities and teachers, to accept, for the Elks Cerebral Palsy Project, Inc., fund- 
raising responsibilities and to give it active support and leadership in their respective communities.

AND ZAMBOANGA 


In connection with the Muslim National Feast of Eid-Ul-Fitr, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, 
pursuant to the authority vested in me by section 30 of the Revised Administrative Code, do hereby declare 
Wednesday, March 7, 1962, as a special public holiday in the provinces of Agusan, Bukidnon, Cotabato, Davao, 
Lanao del Norte, Lanao del Sur, Misamiis Occidental, Sulu, Palawan, Zamboanga del Norte, Zamboanga del Sur, 
and in the cities of Basilan, Butuan, Cagayan de Oro, Cotabato, Davao, Iligan, Marawi, Ozamis, and Zamboanga. 

Muslim officials and employees of the government, both national and local, performing their duties and functions 
outside of the provinces and cities above stated, shall be exempted from duty during this feast day which, for 
purposes of this proclamation, stall be considered as a special holiday for said officials and employees in their 
respective stations.

WHEREAS, the International Labor Conference adopted at its 46th Session, on June 22, 1962, by 309 votes to 0, 
with one abstention, an Instrument for the Amendment of the Constitution of the International Labor Organization, 
1962; 

WHEREAS, under Article 36 of the Constitution of the International Labor Organization, amendments “which are 
adopted by the Conference by a majority of two-thirds of the votes cast by the delegates present shall take effect 
when ratified or accepted by two-thirds of the members of the organization, including five of the ten members which 
are represented on the Governing Body, as members of chief industrial importance in accordance with the provisions 
of paragraph 3 of Article 7 of the Constitution;” 

WHEREAS, the purpose of the aforesaid Instrument for the Amendment of the Constitution of the International 
Labor Organization is to increase the size of the Governing Body of the International Labor Office to take account 
of the increases in the membership of the International Labor Organization and to delete the last sentence of 
paragraph 4 of Article 7 of the Constitution of the International Labor Organization, which has become unnecessary 
through recent developments; and 

WHEREAS, it appears that the aforesaid Instrument for the Amendment of the Constitution of the International 
Labor Organization does not invlove any significant or substantial change in the foreign policy of the Government 
of the Philippines nor in the obligations of the Republic of the Philippines as member of the International Labor 
Organization and that it will best serve the interests of the International Labor Organization if said Instrument of 
Amendment is brought into force as soon as possible; 

NOW, THEREFORE I, DIOSDADO MACAPAGAL, President of the Philippines, do hereby accept for the 
Government of the Republic of the Philippines, the Instrument for the Amendment of the Constitution of the 
International Labor Organization, 1962, a certified copy of which is hereto annexed, and hereby proclaim and make 
public such acceptance to the end that the said Instrument and every article and clause thereof may be observed and 
fulfilled with good faith by the Republic of the Philippines and the citizens thereof.

PROCLAIMING THE EXISTENCE OF A STATE OF PUBLIC CALAMITY IN THE PROVINCES OF 
AGUSAN, DAVAO, SURIGAO DEL NORTE, AND SURIGAO DEL SUR. AND THE CITIES OF BUTUAN 

AND DAVAO. 


WHEREAS, the occurrence of heavy rains in the months of January and February, 1963, in the provinces of 
Agusan, Davao, Surigao del Norte, and Surigao del Sur, and the cities of Butuan and Davao, caused widespread 
inundation, desolation, and tremendous destmction to life and property among the people as well as great damage to 
agricultural crops, livestocks, fisheries, and other vital productive industries in said areas; 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid calamity has wrought havoc and suffering among the inhabitants of said area with the 
consequent scarcity of commodities of prime necessity in the daily life of the people and the excessive increase in 
the price of said commodities owing to profiteering and hoarding by those who control the supply of prime 
commodies, threatening the people of aid areas with famine and untold hardship; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that immediate steps be taken to cope effectively with the emergency so as to avert 
panic and disorder among the people of the aforesaid areas; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority vested in me 
by Act No. 4164 of the Philippine Legislature, entitled “An Act to prevent excessive increase in the price of certain 
prime necessities in life on the occasion of a public calamity, penalizing the violation thereof, and for other 
purposes,” do hereby proclaim and certify that a state of public calamity exists in the provinces of Agusan, Davao, 
Surigao del Norte, Surigao del Sur, and the cities of Butuan and Davao. During the existence of such calamity, it 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation in the said cities and provinces (1) to sell or offer for sale 
palay, rice, com, cloth, milk, canned goods, sugar, and other foodstuffs, building and constmction materials, and 
other prime necessities in life at prices higher by twenty-five percent (25%) or more, over and above the average 
current local price of such commodities one month prior to the occurrence of such public calamity as may be 
determined by the Director of Commerce, and (2) to aggravate the crisis by refusing, for the purpose of profiteering, 
to sell at the legal price, or by hiding, concealing, or hoarding the goods or commodities for the same purpose. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Industry is hereby empowered to carry this proclamation into effect and is hereby 
authorized to call upon such entities and ins tru mentalities of the Government as may be needed to give the necessary 
cooperation and assistance forthe successful prosecution of this proclamation.

WHEREAS, some 1,400 children are bom yearly in the Philippines afflicted with cerebral palsy, a condition which 
impairs and causes complete loss of muscular control, rendering those afflicted, unable to take care of themselves; 

WHEREAS, cerebral-palsied children, given proper therapy and treatment, may be improved to such a degree as to 
relieve their parents and the community in general of the burden of attending to their needs and become valuable 
assets to the nation;

WORLD’S FAIR FUND DRIVE 


WHEREAS, participation in international fairs and expositions provides an effective means of encouraging and 
assisting economic, commercial, industrial, agricultural, and cultural ties among participating nations; 

WHEREAS, there exists an urgent need for the Philippine Government to project effectively our culture and export 
products to the attention of foreign nations; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Government, through the Department of Commerce and Industry, has committed itself 
to participate in the New York World’s Fair covering culture, education, art, science, entertainment, commerce, and 
industry, which will be held in New York, U.S.A., for a period of two years from April 21 to October 18, 1964, and 
from April 21 to October 17, 1965, and adequate budgetary provision is prerequisite for the success of this joint 
undertaking of the government and the private sector; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by 
law, do hereby declare the period from April 1, 1963, to January 81, 1964, as the New York World’s Fair Fund 
Drive.

Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and the Secretary of Education and 
pursuant to the provisions of section 33, of Commonwealth Act No. 141, as amended, I, Diosdado Macapagal, 
President of the Philippines, do hereby reserve for agricultural school site, purposes of the Zamboanga del Norte 
National Agricultural School subject to private rights if any there be, to future classification by the Bureau of 
Forestry, and to the condition that the removal and utilization of timbers and other forest products in the area shall 
remain under the jurisdiction of the Bureau of Forestry, certain parcels of the public domain situated in the barrio of 
Tampilisan, Municipality of Iiloy, Province of Zamboanga, del Norte, Island of Mindanao, and more particularly 
described on Plan NR-135 as follows:

Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and pursuant to the provisions of

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by 
the Constitution, do hereby call the Congress of the Philippines to a special session for such number of days as may 
be necessary but not to exceed thirty (30) days commencing in the morning of May 22, 1964, to consider the 
following subjects: 

1. H. No. 9470 — An Act appropriating funds for the operation of the Republic of the Philippines during the period 
from July first, 1964, etc.; 

2. H. No. 10535— Public Works Act; 

3. H. No. 651 — An Act to develop the Rice and Com Industries towards the level of National Self-Sufficiency and 
long range stability, providing funds therefor, and other purposes; and 

4. Such other measures as may be submitted. 

All persons entitled to sit as members of the Congress of the Philippines are requested to take notice of this 
proclamation.

PROCLAMATION NO. 246 

EXCLUDING FROM THE OPERATION OF PROCLAMATION NO. 423, DATED JULY 12, 1957, WHICH 
ESTABLISHED THE MILITARY RESERVATION KNOWN AS FORT WILLIAM MCKINLEY (NOW FORT 
BONIFACIO) SITUATED IN THE MUNICIPALITIES OF PASIG, TAGUIG, PARANAQUE, PROVINCE OF 
RIZAL AND PASAY CITY A CERTAIN PORTION OF THE LAND EMBRACED THEREIN SITUATED IN 
THE MUNICIPALITY OF TAGUIG AND DECLARING THE SAME OPEN TO DISPOSITION UNDER THE 
PROVISIONS OF ACT NO. 3038 IN RELATION WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THE PUBLIC LAND ACT 


Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and pursuant to the authority 
vested in me bylaw, I, DIOSDADO MACAPAGAL President of the Philippines, do hereby exclude from the 
operation of Proclamation No. 423, dated July 12, 1957, which established the military reservation otherwise known 
as Fort William Mckinley situated in the municipalities of Pasig, Taguig, Paranaque, Province of Rizal and Pasay 
City, Island of Luzon, a certain portion of the land embraced therein, situated in the Municipality of Taguig and 
declare thesame open to disposition under the provisions of Act No. 3038 in relation with the provisions of the 
Public Land Act, which portion is more particularly described as follows:

Mons.; and the rest, by Old 
Points; bearings true; dateof theoriginal survey, Nov., & Dec., 1909, thatof the sub-division survey, Feb. 17-29 and 
approved on April 6, 1964.” 


Such part or parts of the area herein declared open to disposition underthe provisions of Act 3038 in relation with 
the provisions of the Public Land Act as are being used or earmarked for public or quasi-public purposes shallbe 
excluded from such disposition. Except in favor of the Government or any of its branches, or agencies, all lands 
disposed of under this proclamation shall not be subject to alienation and encumbrance for a term of ten years from 
the issuance of title in case of sale, or execution of contract in case of lease, nor shall they become liable to the 
satisfaction of any debt contracted prior to the expiration of said period; but the improvements on the land may be 
mortgaged to qualified persons, associations orcorporations. 


No alienation, transfer or conveyance of any land covered by this proclamation after ten years and before twenty- 
five years after issuance of title shall be valid without the approval of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, which approval shall not be denied except on constitutional and legal grounds.

OF LAND OF THE PUBLIC DOMAIN SITUATED IN ILIGAN CITY, ISLAND OF MINDANAO 


Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and pursuant to the authority 
vested in me by law, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, do hereby withdraw from sale or 
settlement and reserve for provincial capitol, provincial jail, housing project, golf course, provincial hospital, 
Philippine Constabulary barracks, provincial high school. Bureau of Public Highways, and Girl and Boy Scouts site 
purposes under the respective administration of the Provincial Government of Lanao del Norte, the Director of 
Hospitals, the Chief of Staff of the Armed Forces of the Philippines, the Director of Public Schools, the 
Commissioner of Public Highways, and the Girl and Boy Scouts of the Philippines, subject to private rights, if any 
there may be, to future subdivision survey in accordance with the development plan to be prepared and approved by 
the National Planning Commission, as well as to the condition that the provincial government shall negotiate with 
the occupants with a view to reimbursing them of the reasonable value of their improvements thereon or relocating 
them elsewhere, a certain parcel of land of the public domain situated in Iligan City and more particularly described 
as follows, to wit:

current local price of such commodities one month previous to the occurrence of such public calamity as may be 
determined by the Director of Commerce; and (2) to aggravate the crisis by refusing for the purpose of profiteering 
to sell at the legal price or by bidding, concealing, or hoarding the goods, or commodities for the same purpose.

WHEREAS, the crisis in the aforesaid province is aggravated by the excessive increase in the price of certain price 
necessities of life; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority vested in me 
by Act 4164 of the Philippine Legislature, entitled “An Act to prevent the excessive; increase in the price of certain 
prime necessities of life on the occasion of a public calamity, penalizing the violation thereof, and for other 
purposes,” do hereby proclaim and certify that a state of public calamity exists in the above-mentioned province, and 
during the existence of such calamity, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation in the aforesaid 
province, (1) to sell or offer for sale palay, rice, com, cloth, milk, canned goods, sugar, and other foodstuffs, 
building and constmction materials, at prices higher by twenty-five per cent or more over and above the average 
current local price of such commodities one month previous to the occurrence of such public calamity as may be 
determined by the Director of Commerce; and (2) to aggravate the crisis by refusing for the purpose of profiteering 
to sell at the legal price or by hiding, concealing, or hoarding the goods, or commodities for the same purposes.

I urge all citizens and residents of this country, as well as all associations and organizations, to help actively 
in this campaign by giving generously of their means, time, and efforts to realize the aims and purposes of the 
Philippine National Red Cross.

Forestry, as shown in the attached map (Sp. 301), and described as follows: 

Technical Description 

A parcel of Public Land, situated in Mt. Cabuyao, Sitio Guiset, Municipal District of Tuba, Sub-Province of 
Benguet, Mountain Province, bounded by line 1-2-3 by public land, by line 3-4-5 by road, by line 5-6-1 by public 
land. Beginning at a point marked 1 on the attached plan (Sp. 301) being N. 13 deg. 11' W., 2,524.24 meters from 
Marker at Sto. Tomas, Sitio Guiset, Barrio Cabuyao, Municipal District of Tuba, Sub-province of Benguet, 
Mountain Province, thence S. 64 deg. 52' W., 84.82 meters to point 2; thence N. 56 deg. 5T W., 294.62 meters to 
point 3; thence N. 16 deg. 02' E., 112.34 meters to point 4; thence N. 11 deg. 22' W., 33.77 meters to point 5; thence 
N. 73 deg. 54' E., 217.00 meters to point 6; thence S. 15 deg. 30' E., 338.54 meters to point 1; the point of 
beginning. Containing an area of seven hectares, eighteen ares and fourteen centares, more or less. All points 
referred to are indicated on the plan and marked on the ground by a pine tree 40 centimeters in diameter.

As soon as the Armed Forces of the Philippines shall cease to have need for the area, the same will revert to its 
original category as part and parcel of the Sto.

municipality, (1) to sell or offer for sale palay, rice, com, cloth, milk, canned goods, sugar, and other foodstuffs, 
building and constmction materials, at prices higher by twenty-five per cent or more over and above the average 
current local price of such commodities one month previous to the occurrence of such public calamity as may be 
determined by the Director of Commerce; and (2) to aggravate the crisis by refusing for the purpose of profiteering 
to sell at the legal price or by hiding, concealing or boarding the goods, or commodities for the same purpose.

PROCLAIMING THE EXISTENCE OF A STATE OF PUBLIC CALAMITY IN CERTAIN MUNICIPALITIES 
OF THE PROVINCE OF BATANGAS, AND THE CITIES OF LIPA AND TAGAYTAY. 


WHEREAS, the recent eruptions of the Taal Volcano have caused widespread desolation and tremendous 
destruction to life and property among the people as well as great damage to agricultural crops, livestocks, fisheries 
and other vital productive industries in the areas surrounding and near said volcano; 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid calamity has wrought havoc and suffering among the inhabitants of the municipalities of 
Talisay, San Nicolas, Agoncillo, Taal, Tanauan, Lemery, Mataasnakahoy and Cuenca, province of Batangas, and the 
cities of Iipa and Tagaytay, with the consequent scarcity of commodities of prime necessity in the daily life of the 
people and the excessive increase in the price of said commodities due to profiteering and hoarding by those who 
control the supply of prime commodities, threatening the people of said areas with famine and untold hardships; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that immediate steps be taken to cope effectively with the emergency so as to avert 
panic and disorder "among the people of the aforesaid areas; 

NOW THEREFORE, I, Diosdado Macapagal, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority vested in me by 
Act No. 4164 of the Philippine Legislature, entitled “An Act. to prevent excessive increase in the price of certain 
prime necessities in life on the occasion of a public calamity, penalizing the violation thereof, and for other 
purposes,” do hereby proclaim and certify that a state of public calamity exists in the municipalities of Talisay, San 
Nicolas, Agoncillo, Taal, Tanauan, Lemery, Mataasnakahoy and Cuenca, province of Batangas, and the cities of 
Iipa and Tagaytay. During the existence of such calamity, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation in 
said municipalities and cities (1) to sell or offer for sale palay, rice, com, cloth, milk, canned goods, sugar and other 
foodstuffs, building and constmction materials and ether prime necessities in life at prices higher by twenty-five per 
cent (25%) or more, over and above the average current local price of such commodities one month prior to the 
occurence of such public calamity as may be determined by the Director of Commerce, and (2) to aggravate the 
crisis by refusing, for the purpose of profiteering, to sell at the legal price, or by hiding, concealing or hoarding the 
goods and commodities for the same purpose. 

The Secretary of Commerce and Industry is hereby empowered to carry this proclamation into effect and is hereby 
authorized to call upon such entities and instrumentalities of Government as may be needed to give the necessary 
cooperation and assistance forthe successful prosecution of this proclamation.

Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources, I, DIOSDADO MACAPAGAL, 
President of the Philippines, do hereby amend Proclamation No. 59 dated May 9, 1936, as amended by Proclamation 
No. 413 dated May 5, 1957, which established the Mt. Apo National Park, by excluding from its operation a certain 
portion of the land embraced therein with an area of 39,050 hectares situated in the municipalities of Kidapawan and 
Makilala, Province of Cotabato, and the municipalities of Bansalan, Digos, Sta. Cruz andGuianga, province of 
Davao, and declare the same as permanent forest under the purview of Republic Act No. 3092 to be administered by 
the Bureau of Forestry, which portion of land is more particularly described as follows:
